Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is argued by the applicant that Dulude fails to 
disclose "template information envrypted using a public key of the personal identification certificate authority". The examiner respectfully 
disagrees, Dulude disclose of the biometric certifcate that which includes biometric data, or template information, about the user and is 
contained with the biometric certificate, see column 4, lines 66 through column 5, line 13. Dulude additionally discloses that the biometric 
certificate is encrypted with a public key system of the certificate authority, see column 6, lines 61-64. The entire biometric certificate is 
encrypted and it is includes the biometric data, or template information. It is appears that the applicant is intending for the template data 
to be exclusive encrypted with a public key of the certifying authority, however the current claim language does not distinguish from the 
prior art teachings of Dulude. 

It is additionally argued by the applicant that Dulude fails to disclose "the personal identification certificate is generated by the personal 
certifcate authority". The examiner disagrees with the applicant's assertion, Dulude discloses that the biometric data is processed with a 
private key of the certificate authority to generate the biometric certificate, see column 4, lines 61-63. 
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
